Germany Joins the Powers In Seek­ 
ing to Restore Peace. 


ADDRESS TO THE GREEK TROOPS

A thens, May 12.—Peace negotiation 
commenced Monday, a# told in these 
dispatch#?*, were continued yesterday. 
All of the officials of the foreign office 
were up all night iii anticipation of the 
action o f the German minister, who, 
yesterday s**nt his secretary to inform 
the Gre#*k foreign office that lie had re­ 
ceived instructions to join in the repre­ 
sentations of the powers and then prof­ 
fer mediation, 
As soon as the reply of 
Greece to the note of the powers was 
handed to the representative of 
the

decision to the representatives of Hie 
powers at Constantinople with the re­ 
quest that they obtain an armistice with 
the view of arranging for permanent 
peace. 
There is a sense of relief in Athens at 
the pro#p<*ct of an immediate end to 
the ealamitiouH war.
